CHINA & JAPAN AT WAR. 


SINKING OF A TRADER. 


Serious Encounters Already Mada—Causé 
of the Trouble—Apology t» 
Britain. 


War has been declared between China 
and Japan, The cause is well explained 
in the following article from the Free 
Press : 

“Though there have been tribal skir- 
mishes in Africa, other international dis- 
putes afterwards amicably settled, many 
predictions of war over European ques- 
tions and warning threats from alarmists 
concerning the Pamir, vet the world has 
had a Jong, undisturbed peace. Sudden- 
ly war awakens from its slumber. 

The little country of Corea is the im- 
mediate cause of the war; but were 
there no Corea it is altogether likely that 
some other subject of dispute would 
arise between two countries so opposéd 


to each other as stagnant Chinaand pro- | 


gressive Japan. 

When Li-Hi, the present king of 
Corea, came tothe throne, he entered 
into treaty with both China and Japan; 
tothe former he promised to pay an 
annual tribute; to the latter he accorded 
the right to interfere to preserve peace 
and to maintain counter-intinence against 
China. Neither country was to land 
troops in Corea. sen 
kept soldiers dressed as civilians in every 
part of Corea. Japan retaliated by open- 
ly landing troops. Then came a rebel- 
lion against the unjust Corean magis- 
trates, in which Japan supported the 
patriotic leader, China the weak Li-Hi 
and his ministers. Actingon their right 
of interference, the Japanese’ demanded 


a complete reform of the Corean civil! 


service: taxation must be reduced; civil 


offices must be awarded according to ex- | 


amination, and not to the richest bidder ; 
ports must be opened ; railway and tele- 
graph lines built, and the mines must be 
worked. Fearing that she wonld lose 
her tribute, China opposed these de- 
mands, aided Li-Hi, and assassinated the 
rebel leader. For the crime of murder- 
ing one who was specially under Japan- 
ese protection, China refused to grant 
anv satisfaction. Such are the compli- 
cations that have led to a declaration of 
war. Corea has a population of some ten 
millions. Apparently the contest Ye une 
equal, tor China numbers her people at 
not a lower figure than 360,000,000, while 
Japan's census gives about 41,000,000, 
The Chinese have at their command an 
army numbering from 1,000,000 to 1.200,- 
000, of which 400,000 are prepared for 
service; and of those so prepared 15,000 
from Pekin are drilled in modern tactics 
and provided with modern equipment; 
40,000 more from other places are said to 
be in equally good condition, The Chin- 
ese navy does not number many more 
than 100 vessels. of which very few are fit 
to meet modern warships. Reughly 
stated the whole Japanese army would 
not exceed 250,000 men; but 75,000 of 


these are splendidly trained according | 


to European methods; 160,000 more have 
been under drill for more than a vear; 
and then every adult male has served or 
is serving his twelve vear term of mili- 
tary service. Japan's navy inciudes 
abont sixty vessels of all kinds, but they 
are all in good condition; there being 
one armor-clad, twenty-four torpedo 
boats, and several ships built according 
to the finest English construction. What 
advantage the Chinese may gain by 
greater numbers will be met by the su- 
perior skill and training of the Japanese. 
There can be little doubt that in’ the in- 
ternational arrangement of Corean atfairs 
after the war, an improved form of goy- 
ernment will replace the old rule in that 
country. Meanwhile the resources of 


_ the two great nations will be taxed; and 


now that war has been declared, it is, as a 
Chinese dignitary descerbed it, a tleht to 
the bitter end. There are those who de- 
clare that Russia is the real influence in 
the war, encouraging both sides in the 
hope that in the general parceling of 
Corea, two or three good wintering har- 
bors would be céded to Russian protec- 
tion. One paper declares that as soon 
as the bears paw is extended, there 
will be heard a growl from the British 
lion. 

As to the sinking of the Kow Ching, 
fire-eating newspapers have been so busy 
with their own racket of indignation, 
they have bcen deaf to explanations and 
fuller information. As the report first 
became public, the world was moved 
with horror at the outrage, with aston- 
ishment that of all nations Japan should 
commit should an outrage, and with an 
imperative cal) for reparation. The tact 
that the British tlag was said to be flying 


at the time, brought the insult poignant: | 


iv home to every Englishman. Later 
dispatches, however, say that Japan has 
apologized to England for sinking the 
ship while carrying British colors; and 
that the European officers on board were 
rescued by the Japanese. It is probable 
that we mav learn that the hoisting of 
an English flag was a mere unauthoriz- 
ed dishonest ruse de guerre toescape and 
evade Japanese detection. We can 
hardly believe that a nation so courteous, 
fair and honorable as Japan, would com- 
mit the crime of sinking the transpert as 
the dispatches narrate. At all events 
Japan’s explanation deserves a hearing: 
and unless her side of the story is satis- 
factory. then the officers of that fair 
country have drawn across the records of 
their many brilliant achievements, one 
dark, ineflaceable blot.” 

The Japanese minister at London, Eng- 
land, informed the Karl of Kimberley, 
the secretary of state for foreign affairs, 
that a state of war exists between China 
and Japan. :

| after the attack on the Chinese transports 
‘which resulted in the sinking of the 
| Kow Ching. the Japanese warships Taka- 
i chiho and Heyei attacked the iron-clad 
‘Chen Yeun. After a long and desperate 
‘fight the Japs were beaten off and the 
| Heyei was disabled. The Chen Yuen 
‘though badly damaged succeeded in 
| reaching port fn safety. in company with 
‘two gun boats that: also participated in 
‘the engagement and went into dry dock 
‘for repairs. The Chinese are strongly 
entrenched at Yashan, and the Japanese 
‘are unable to dislodge them, being re- 
'peatediy repulsed with heavy losses. 
The Chinese losses were small. 
A despatch to the Times from Shang- 
| hai savs that reports have been sreceived 
from foreign officials at Seoul, the capi-

| The Dreaded Russian Thistle Has Found 
| Its Way Into the West 


| The Russian thistle, or “tumble weed,” 
| has made its appearance largely in the 
i neighborhood of Indian Head, and there 
|isnow no doubt but that the dreaded 
| pest has made its appearance in Mani- 
jtoba also. (on the receipt of supposed 
|specimens about a week ago, from the 
| Wawanesa district, the department of 
agriculture instructed Mr. J. W. Green- 
| way to zoand examine the district and 
report. 
| <A few days ago samples came to the 
department by express. A Free Press 
| reporter calling at the department was 
|shown the samples in all stages of 
growth, from an innocent little plant, 
softand downy, six inches high, with 
| something the appearance of seaweed in 
} ics wilted state, to samples cf ten, twelve 
sixteen inches and two and a half feet. 
, The weed branches out in a circular 
' form and the stems or stalks have little 
| purple veins running up them. Mr. 
| Greenway’s report says: 
| “The patch from which they were ob- 
tained is along the railway grade and is 
about 100 vards in length. It is being 
looked after by the municipality as well 
'as the section men, so that there is not 
much likelihood of the weed going to 
iseed. It is possible, however, that there 
| may be other patches along the line of 
| railway which has not yet been located, 
|The department is determined to see 
| thatevery precaution is taken to destroy 
the plant,and to have a thorough in- 
|} spection of the right of way made by 
| parties on foot. If possible, and before 
all are destroyed, samples will be collect- 
ied like those sent to the department and 
'despatched to the Farmer's institutes 
| throughout the province.”—Free Press.

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BLOWN INTO ATOMS.

THE BODIES OF THE VICTIMS TERRI- 
BLY MUTILATED. 


Engineer B. Wheatley and Fireman A. 
Hunt Instantly Killed, While Brake- 
man Kemp is Seriously Injured. — 


The details of a shocking accident 
which occurred about six o’clock a few 
evenings ago on the Mountain division 
of the Canadian Pacitic has been receiv- 
ed. The varticulars as learned officially | 
at the superintendant’ office, are as fol- | 
lows: Some few minutes after 6 | 
o'clock a freight train left Field station ; | 
east bound ; having engine at both front | 
and rear, which is the rule until that’ 
portion of the line known as the “ Hill,” | 
an unusually steep grade, is a 
When two miles out of Field, and before | 
the Hill had been reached, the boiler of | 
the rear locomotive burst, blowing the 
engine into atoms, the tenderalone being | 
left, that portion of the locomotive | 
strangely enough being uninjured and | 
remaining on the track. The engineer 
in charge was B. Wheatley. one of the 
oldest drivers in the Canadian Pacitic 
company’s employ, and his hreman was 
a young man named A. Hunt, who has 
been on the road a short time. Both 
Wheatiey and Hunt were instantly kill- 
ed by the explosion and their bodies 
terribly mutilated. The brakeman of 
reight, was terribly cut and 
internally injured. The idea of the 
Officia!s is that the brakeman was on 
the car next to the locomotive and was 
struck by the flying fragments, but it 
may be that he was riding on the front 
of the engine. 

The cause of the explosion, it is learn- 
ed, was that the boiler and ftire-box 
parted, though why they should have, 
cannot now be explained. The engine 
was one of the best Baldwyn make, and 
was reported in tirst-clas= condition. 

Latest reports are to the effect that 
Brakeman Kemp will recover.

Harvesting has commenced in various 
sections of Manitoba and the yield gives 
promise of being very good. 

The report that the crops round 
Broadview, N.W.1., are a failure is 
denied. They give promise of being up 
to the average. 

An Aberdeen. South. Dakota, paper 
saysthat in a brief chat with a Mr. 
Woods, of Akron, Ia., the reporter got a 
vivid story of crop conditions along the 
way from Iowa, which contirm the worst 
fears that have been entertained. In ali 
the vast section trayersed there was to be 
found scarcely an article of farm produce 
that will be ft to harvest. The drouth 
has swept the country clean in most 
places and the loss is irreparable. The 
corn crop is no longer uncertain—it is 
now considered bevond any _ possible 
hope of redemption, exceptin a very few 
favored localities. Small grain of all 
kinds is ruined, and the potatoe crop is 
an entire failure. The recent hot wave 
was something beyond the experience 
of settlers whose residence dates back 
forty and even fifty years. All kinds of 
vines and other vegetation have wilted 
and died as though nipped bv a killing 
frost. There is very little hay or rough 
feed of any sort for stock, and farmers | 
are in asad condition, Markets forstock | 
are falling off badly. | 

Respecting North Dakota crops, aGraf- | 
ton paper says: “Harvest is now on in | 
full blast. In driving out in the country | 
a binder can be seen going on almost | 
every farm. Now isthe time to deter- 
mine about the crop, as to its being light 
or heavy, and from the way it shocks up, 
even the best fields are very light. Little | 
can be said about the yield as vet, how- | 
ever, the best judges predict less than 
half an average crop. Up in the neigh- 
borhood of Hoople, we understand, the | 
grain is ripe, and appears to be a fine | 
sample when cut, bQt when it has dried 
fora few daya it pear to be very much 
shrunken. The late crop seems to us to | 
be heavier in the straw and we believe | 
will be better headed. Barley in general 
is good especially where it was not sown 
too early. Oats are not up to the aver- 
age generally, yet there are some pretty 
good tields, but the straw is short. J1il- 
fetand Hungarian is very light and 
short in the head. in fact a great deal of 
itis not headed out yet. Haying is 
about over, the crop is light but well 
saved, the weather being good for that 

urpose. Although the crops in the Red 
River valley will not average more than 
half a crop, good judges put wheat 
from eight to ten bushels per acre.” 


THE ORIENTAL TROUBLE. 


Warships Siezed Off the Corean Coast. 


A dispatch to the Central News from 
Shanghai says: “It is reported there has 
been another engagement off the Corean 
coast, in which three Chinese warships 
were captured by the Japanese. The re- 
port has not been confirmed. A Japan- 
ese mob attacked the Chinese residents 
in Kebe a day or two ago, severely mal- 
treating them. A dangerous riot ensued, 
in which many wereinjured. A Chinese | 
mob in Toku insuited the members of 
the Japanese legation ax they were re- 
turning from Pekin. The mob’s actions 
led toa tumult, which was tardily sup- 
pressed by the authorities. The Japan- 
ese in Canton have been attacked a num- 
ber of times by roughs, but so far there | 
has been no serious trouble there. The | 
European municipal council of Shanghai 
has warned the volunteers.to be ready 
to act promptly in event of rioting or in- 
cendiarism. The Smith & Cass coasting 
vessels, which now fly the American 
flag. have been forbidden by the Ameri- 
can consul to land munitions of war in 
Formosa.

It will he observed that this amount is 
almost identical with the amount paid to 
secure the Northern Pacific and Manitoba 
system, including 2% miles of railway, 
two bridges over the Assiniboine river, 
and the workshops and terminals in the 
city of Winnipeg.

government. The responsibilities of ad- 
iaimustration are constantly increasing. 
Continued demands are being made for 
the construction of bridges, roads, drains 
and other public works. Many of these 
works are becoming an actual necessity 
f the rural population of the country is 
to be retained, to say nothing of securing 
an increase of population. It isalso found 
that in the course of ordinary administra- 
tion, expenses are arising in connection 
with matters of grave importance which 
demand increased expenditure on the part 
of the departments to such an extent that 
the task of carrying on the public business 
with the amount of revenue which is 
available is becoming extremely difficult.

Reniarkable Armor Plate Trial. 


The St. Petersburg correspondent - of 
London Times says a remarkable 
trial of English armor plates took place, 
recently in the polvgon at Okita, near 
~t. Petersburg, with results that were 
certainly startling. There were three 
plates—one from Messrs. Cammell, 
measuring 8 feet square and 6 inches in 
and two from Messrs. John 
hrown & Company, one being of the 
same dimensions as those of the Cammell 
plate and the other S feet square, 10 
nehes thick, and bent. All three plates 
had been face-hardened by the Harvev 
process. The gun used throughout was 
ataneh Oboukhotf of 45 calibers. 
projectiles were of two sorts—namelv. the 
latest improved Holtzer shell, made at 
the Russian Putilof works, and a similar 
shell with a Russian improvement the 
secret of Which is jealously guarded. The 
velocity of six rounds tired at the Ginch 
plates was about 1.850 foot seconds. At 
the 10-ihch plates the velocity was near- 
ly 2.400 foot seconds. One round was 
tired with each projectile, which, on ac- 
count of the curvature of the plate, struck 
with an obliquity of from eight to ten de- 
yrees. All the shells treated by the 
secret. Russian process penetrated the 
targets entirely and sped some thousand 
vards to the rear, while the other shells 
inder similar conditions though obtain- 
nr greater penetration than haseveryet 
been reached by any projectiles known 
n England, were stopped and broken up. 
The secretly improved shells passed right 
hrough a wooden screen erected.a short 
cistance from the backing of the pilates,

With the 
exception of Capt. John Ingles, of the 
English Royal Navy, who acts as naval 
adviser, the fleet is manned and officered 
entirely by Japaneze. 


The actual number of iron-clads is five, | 


but of these the onlv modern steel built 
vessel is the Tschiyoda. 
mostly of the composite order of con- 
struction and of considerable age. The 
cruisers and unarmoured vessels are 
thirty-two in number, and there are 
forty two torpedo baats. 


The Itsukusima and Metsnchima are a i 


pair of sister vessels of 4,277 tons dis- 
placement, built in France and Jaunched 
in ISS9 and 189%; but while of the same 
tonnage and armament, they differ as to 
the position in which the heaviest gun 
of each is mounted. The former hae her 
big 52-centimetre Canet gun in an ar- 


mored barbette forward, while the latter | 


has her corresponding gun placed aft, 
and is probably the only vessel afloat 
whose principal weapon is so placed, 
though in many this weapon is carried 
forward. These two vessels are protect- 
by steel decks and tweive inch armor on 
their barbettes, and carry in addition to 
a very heavy gun of the very latest Canet 
pattern and mounting eleven 12-centi- 
metre Canets and a large number of the 
light weapons now in vogue. — Their 
speed is 17-5 knots. The Tschivoda isa 
steel built ship of 2.450 tons, has an ar- 
mor belt four and one-half inches thick, 
carries 12 centimetre guns and fourteen 
lighter. and steams 19-knots. The Nina- 
wa Kan is an English built croiser of 
5.650 tons, armed with two 2S-ton Arm- 
strong and six 15-centimetre Krupp guns, 
besides lighter weapons, has an armored 
deck; and steams nearly nineteen knots 
an hour. The Yoshino, one of Arm- 
strong’s latest creations, is of 4,150 tons, 
hasan armament of four 6-inch, eight 
7-inch and twenty-two three pounder 
Guick firing guns, and steams over twen- 
tv-three knots. 

It will be seen that the Japanese can- 
not show so jarge a number of powerful 
ships as their Cninese neighbors. Some 
time ago the Admiral Ting with a squad- 
ron of halfa dozen Chinese war ships, 
appeared at Yokohania and created a 
profound impression there.

for Men and

Around a huge central building clns- 
tered other and lower ones, sheds, en- 
cine-houses, machine shops, offices, 
Railroad tracks extended in web-like 
ways. Upon them stood piles of be- 
grimmed coal cars.

TATTOOED ROYALTY: 


Sadelible Ink Marke Are on Many Prince- 
ly Limbs, 


Grand Duke Alexis of Russia, a 
brother of Alexander III, enjvvs the 
distinction of being the moat tnagnifi- 
cently and elaborately tattooed Prince 
of the blood in Europe. His powerful 
right arm is adorned with a snperb 
dragon, which covers it almost entirely 
from half way between the wrist and 
the elbow to the shoulder. It was done 
in Japan, in Nagasaki, where the Grand 
Duke spent some time in serving asa 
Lieutenant on board the flagship of the 
Muscovite squadron in China waters. 
Alexis is by no means the only member 
of a reigning family who is thus indeli- 
bly marked. Princess Waldemar of 
Denmark, wife of the sailor son of King 
Christain, has a beautiful anchor and a 
crown tattooed on her arm half way be- 
tween her shoulder and her elbow, 
which of course, is conspicuous when 
she wears a low dress. 

Her husband likewise has naval em- 
blems tattooed on his arm, and so. too, 
has King Oscar of Sweden, who served 
for many years in the navy before as- 
cending to the throne. His 3ons follow- 
ed his example. 

Queen Victoria's second son, the new 
Duke of Saxe Coburz-Gotha, is tattooed 
much in the same way as his brother 
in-law, the Gran Duke Alexis, while 
his nephew, the Duke of York and fu- 
ture King of England, has a couple of 
crossed flags upon his forearm.. The 
tattooing was done during his first 
cruise asa midshipman, and led to no 
end of rumpus, ‘tor some busybody 
either wrote or cabled home from Aus- 
tralia that Prince George and _ his elder 
brother, the late Duke of Clarence, had 
had the “straight arrow’’—the mark 
used to denote Government property— 
worked with the needles upon tneir 
royal noses. The idea of a sovereign 
having his most conspicuons feature- 
adorned with an emblem which fizures 
upon the garments of every convict and 
penitentiary inmate was one that struck 
terror into the hearts of the worthy peo- 
ple of England. 

Questions were addressed to the Gov- 
ernment in the House of Commons by 
members, who were forced to take the 
step by their constituents, and so wide- 
spread and serious was the popular in- 
dignation over the affair that the Lon- 
don newspapers received an official 
communication, which each published 
in large type on the editorial page, as- 
suring the people that, after due in- 
vestigation, it had been ascertained that 
the noses of both the Prince of Wales’ 
sons Were absolutely free from any such 
disfigurement as that which had been 
reported.

Most of the taxes would 
fall on the actual settler instead of of 
the large corporations. He was not 
opposed to direct taxation on principle 
but he did not think they had eas 
hausted their ineans of helping the 
people to help themselves. ‘Regarding 
the system followed in spending moneg 
on roads and bridges, he agreed that 
it was a bad one, but the hands of the 
Executive were tied when each of the 
26 members insisted as he did on hig 
full one-twenty-sixth share, no mattes 
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how little urgent, as compared with 
other districts, were the needs of ‘his 
particular district. 

Mr. Insinger was in favor of the 
bill and supported the principle that 
all the land of the country shou'd be 
taxable, whether it be residential or 
ncen-residential. As to the argument 
that the C.P.R. and other railway 
companies and corporations owned 
large tracts of land that could not be 
taxed, he (Mr. Iusinger) held that the 
Assembly should put itself in the way 
of securing the abolition of such -ex- 
emptions. 

Mr. Dill thought that the attacks 
that had been made on the present 
systen: of public works expenditure 
were unwarranted, and honestly —be- 
lieved that the people of his locality 
got more benefit now than they could 
under any other system. 

Mr. Mowat was a single-taxer, and 
the principle of the single tax was 
that the land should bear all the taxes 
required for the government of the 
country.
